DJAKARTA, Indonesia (By 
Airmail).—Wherever people meet 
in this bustling, sweltering cap- 
ital of. Indonesia these days there 
‘is but one topic of conversation: 
the fact that within a short time 
the official representatives of 
over 1,250 million Asians and 


Africans are going to meet. The . 


leaders of over one half of hu- 
manity will examine the place of 
their countries in the modern 
world and how best they can 
contribute to the cause of peace 
- and the advancement of human 
happiness. 
Djakatra, the city that for a 
long time was known as Batavia, 
has always had close links with 


the rest of Asia—through cul- 
tural, religious and commercial 
ties; through its Chinese, Ih- 
dian and Arab communities, 
through its large, busy port. But, 
judging from what I have heard 
here and elsewhere on the is- 
land of Java, Indonesia has 
never before felt so strongly its 
share in the problems and in- 
terest common to Asia. 


This is no sentimental feeling. 
The passionate interest taken’ in 
the preparations for the Afro- 
Asian Conference is an expres- 
sion of the Indonesian people's 
still unfulfilled aspirations. The 
national liberation of this old, 
fertile colony is far from com- 
plete. Indonesia is a sovereign

independent state only in the 
formal sense; economic power 
still lies in the hands of for- 
eigners. Most Indonesians see in 
the conference to open in Ban- 
dung on April 18 a new oppor- 
tunity to advance the cause of 
complete liberation. 


During the past few weeks I 
have travelled extensively in 
Indonesia trying to assess the 
situation on the eve of the con- 
ference. I have questioned the 
politically - conscious organized 
dockers of Surabaya in their 
canteens beside the rubber and 
sugar warehouses, the plantation 
workers of Eastern Java feeling 
their way to collective action in 
defense of the patches of land 


they seized when Japanese 
power failed and the Dutch had 
still to return to their estates, 
the young men demobilized 
from the Youth Army with 
scholarships to go to college and 
learn to replace the foreign spe- 
cialists thatare still holding down 
jobs Indonesians are perfectly 
capable of filling. 

I have spoken with the 
dwellers of rattan-walled buts in 
the campongs on the edge of 
the crowded cities, with the Ma- 
durese Bethak (pedal-taxi) driv- 
ers most of whom spend their 
nights stretched on the pave- 
ments with government officials 
and social workers, Ind@dfesian, 
Chinese, Eruasian. 
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The aims and purposes of the 
Bandung Conference( which is - 
known-here as the A-A Confer- 
ence have been. widely pub- 
licized and have been grasped 
by. the people. I have heard them 
being discussed beneath the sa- 
cred waringen taees of the isle 
of Bali where, these days, life 
is not all dancing and temple 
worship; in meetings called by 
the Garwani (the progressive 
women's organization for fight- 
ing vestiges of feudalism); by 
the audience at Javanese shadow 
plays. | 

Some people—those who read 
the newspapers or listen to the 
radio—tell you théy expect the

Davis to Argue 
Own Challenge 
Of Prison Bias 


PITTSBURGH, April 13.—Ben- 
jamin J. Davis will appear in Fed- 
eral Court on Friday as his own 
lawyer in a challenge to segrega- 
tion of Negro prisoners. 

Davis will appear at 2 p.m. be- 
fore Federal Judge Marsh to argue 
for his immediate release on a writ 
of habeas corpus. In a petition 
filed last week, Davis maintained 
that although now in the Alleg- 
heny County jail, he is still under 
federal jurisdiction and that his 
‘current 60-day “contempt sentence 
was imposed by Judge Marsh dur- 
ing Davis’ appearance as a witness 
in a Smith Act trial here. 


Davis claims that the a 
tion of Negro prisoners, including 
himself, in the eounty jail is there- 
fore a matter for the federal gov- 
‘ ernment. During his imprisonment 
in the federal penitentiary at Terre 
Haute, Ind., Davis instituted a suit 
against segregation there.

BACK THE SOUTH’S WORKERS! 


THE MILITANT, widespread movement of South- 
ern workers, now rapidly approaching a.climax, could be 


the spark to ignite union fires throughout the last great | 


region of our land still largely unorganized. 

If so, it can change drastically the complexion of the 
economy and of politics nationally. 

The northern worker has an enormous stake in such a 
change. It will greatly lessen the runaway shop peril, 
which bosses use effectively against them. It will under- 
mine the Southern tory bloc in national politics, a mainstay 
of Big Business reaction. 

Several southern governors, fearful of the possibilities, 
are trying to coordinate a strikebreaking campaign through 
the area.

Policy Reflected in Resolutions 


By NAT GANLEY .. ~ 
DETROIT 

In 1947 UAW president Wal- 
ter Reuther’s foreign policy was 
a simple one of all- out support 
to Wall Street’s “cold war” 
drive. At the UAW 15th con- 
vention in 1955 the union’s for- 
eign policy stand under presi- 
dent Reuther’s guidance became 
more complex. Now the UAW 
policy has two contradictory 
sides to-it: On the one hand 
the “cold war” continues to be 
supported. On the other hand 
peace and an end to the “cold 
war is sought. 

In the 1947-49 period Presi- 
dent Reuther emphasized a 
“guns and butter’ approach. He 
galled on the workers to accept 
the H-Bomb as a reality of life. 
and denounced as “subversive” 
peace petitions to ban the atomic 
weapons. However, at this 
vears- Cleveland convention 
Reuther said: “Nobody can win 
a war feught with atomic bombs 
and, therefore, what we need to | 
realize is that we can win only 
if we find a way to avoid war. 
Instead of a negative military 
“cold war” contest, President 
Reuther wanted “a contest as to 
who can do the most towards 
advancing the cause of human 
betterment.” He indicated the | 
UAW ‘55 economic and con- | 
tract demands are geared to- 
wards winning full employment 
in peace and said: “What good | 
is a higher wage if our cities | 
are in ashes.” He also called | 
for “adequate military power to 
meet the threat of Communist | 
aggression wherever it raises its | 
ugiv head.” | 
The convention’s mandates re- | 
flect the same conflict in foreign | 
policy. Peace is supported by | 
denouncing the “preventative | 
war” group in the Republican | 
Party. While the resolution : 
doesn’t say so, this group is the | 


main peddler of the Big Lie 
that “Communist aggression 
threatens world peace.” At the 
same time the convention ‘reso- 
lution repeats this big Lie it- 


self.

Peace is supported by refus- 
ing to give “moral support to 
the — regime of Chiang 
Kai-shek.” Simultaneously the 
violation of our international 
treaties by Eisenhower-Dulles in 
grabbing Formosa and the Pes- 
cadores Islands of China are- 
also supported. The danger 
spots of Quemoy and Matsu, the 
Chinese off - shore ‘islands, .are 
treated with silence. Ditto for 
the reported stand of UAW sec- 
retary-treasurer Emil Mazey 
that he favors seating China in 
the UN. 

Peace is supported as “the 
only escape from an arms race 
whose likely outcome is explo- 
sion into atomic war.” At the 
same time President Eisenhower 
is criticized for his meager cuts 
in war expenditures, for his so- 
called policy of “a bigger bang 
for a buck.” 

Peace is supported by opposi- 
tion to UMT and war-time man- 
power drafts. At the same time 
the military draft is supported 
as long as the “Communist men- 
ace’ remains. 

Peace is supported by pres- 
suring Eisenhower to _ initiate 
peace talks by the heads of the 
U.S., Britain and the Soviet 
Union, a continuation of the 
peace negotiation policy man- 
dated by the 53 convention. At | 
the same time the _ resolution 
trails behind Eisenhower-Dulles 
xy calling for the peace talks 
“immediately following ratifica- 
tion of the pending treaties for 
the rearmament of Germany.” 

Peace is supported by calling 
for freedom for the colonies. 
At the same time the military 


alliance of the Western colonial 
powers is also supported. 
Furthermore, the 15th UAW 
convention recognized that 
peace went hand in hand with 
a struggle against McCarthyite 
attacks on civil liberties. It de- 
cided that if government “loyal- 
ty” injustices and abuses are 
“not checked and reversed, they 
would. turn the. United States 
into a nation of stoolpigeons.” 
It called for amendments in the 
discriminatory provisions of the 
McCarran-Walters Act. 


The convention’s resolutions 
committee was unanimously pre- 
pared to offer the convention a 
resolution blasting those “who 
would drag down the Bill of 
Rights in the name of internal 
security.” However, because of 
a difference in the committee 
over the section dealing with 
the Fifth Amendment, and be- 
cause it came’up at the tail end 
of the convention the resolution 
was referred to the International 
Executive Board. In its wnani- 
mous provisions the resolution 
condemned the House Un-Amer- 
ican Committee, Smith Act in- 
dictments, the use of known 
liars like Harvey Matusow: and 
Paul Crouch by the Department 
of Justice, “the outlawing of the 
Communist Party by Act of 
Congress,’ etc. The resolution 
called these suppressions of free 
speech “a Communist tactic” 
and “we yield to no group in our 
abhorrence of Communism.” 
One of the indictments of the 
House Un-American Committee 
was for “inciting violence in the 
City of Flint.” 

It’s clear that the peace wad 
anti-McCarthy side of the UAW 
policy will get increasing sup- 
port from the auto workers be- 
cause it coincides with their ow n 
best interests and the best in- 
terests of the American people 
as a whole.

WASHINGTON, April 13 (FP). 
—The Justice Department is re- 
lictant to give out many facts 
about its »wire-tapping program, 
it appeared in a letter received 
by the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee from the department.

DUTCH LANDLORDS 

Hundreds of thousands of In- 
donesian peasants continue to 
work on Dutch-owned planta- 
tions. Some of them are now 
being ordered to return to Dutch 
landlords land they have oc- 
cupied during the past ten years. 

Indonesian products still have 
to be carried in Dutch-owned 
vessels from ports whose instal- 
lations are almost entirely for- 
eign owned. The import and 
export trade is largely in the 
hands of the Dutch monopolies 
known as the Big Five. Foreign 
tourists, wealthy Americans on 
world cruises. Chinese million- 
aires from Hong Kong, British ad- ' 
ministrative officials from Sin- 
gapore—are catered to by Dutch 
hotels, Dutch ships, Dutch 
travel agencies, Dutch shops. 

In these circumstances the 
Indonesian people see a direct 
relationship between the econo- 
mic control exercised by for- 
eigners and their own standard 
of living. And they see in the 
impending conference at Band- 
ung a reflection of the desire 
they share with other Asian and 
African peoples to grasp their 
destiny in their own hands. 

A CHIEF'S VIEW 

Not every Indonesian I spoke 
to identified the conference with 
such specific aims. Perhaps the 
best illustration of what is in 
the minds of the less articulate 
in a land where less than one 
fifth of the population is able to 
read or write is the reply by a 
60 year old chieftain of a village 
at the foot.of one of Bali’s vol- 
canos. 

“When the Dutchmen first 
came to our village my heart be- 
came heavy although I was then 
a young man. We became Indo- 
nesia and my heart grew a little 
lighter. But it is not the heart of 
a free man. I am old but [ still 
wish my heart to be light.” 

This blend of sadness and 
hope, often expressed in the 
answer “Not Yet,” that one re- 
ceives to questions about Indo- 
nesias future, make this land a 
great question mark straddling 
the equator. 

But one thing is _cértain. 
People expect the Bandung Con- 
ference to lock the door on those 
foreigners who plan to return to 
Indonesia as masters. When and 
how those foreign masters who 
remain will be flung from the 
window and how the Indonesian 
people will run their own house 
when they are the real masters 
of it, still-remains to be’ seen.
